The of the trouble seems to 
have been . Gossier’s bouridiess ar- 
rogance, which led him to treat the 


Emperor as an equal instead of with 
the respect due to the monarch. Nu- 
merous high officers had complained to 
the Emeperor that Gen. Gozsier treated 
them as his servants and made 
them walt for hours ad- 
mitting them to his office. hen he 
received them, he acted as though he 
were a mighty potentate, and they the 
humblest subjects in the kingdom. 

On April 29, the Emperér summoned 
Gen. Gossier to an audience, and ap- 
pears to havejrated him soundly for 
his misdemanors.

AMERICAN NILE. 

That was a striking showing made 
in The Times of the 224 by Arthur P. 
Davis, hydrographer of the United 
States Survey, in regard to the possi- 
bilities of irrigation from the Colorado 
River. The magnificent possibilities of 
the scheme, as outlined by Mr. Davis, 
almost take one’s breath away. Yet, 
there is nothing of the Col. Sellers or- 
der about Mr. Davis's ideas. His sug- 
gestions are based on careful scientific 
investigation. 

The Colorado River is the largest 
stream, both in drainage area and in 
discharge, that lies wholly within the 
arid portion of the United States. Only 
a very all percentage of the water 
yielded by the basin of the Colorado 
has as yet been utilized for irrigation, 
and practically none for any other pur- 
poses. The obstacies are many. 
Through most of its course this river 
and its tributaries flow at the bottom 
of profound cafions, from which it is 
impossible te divert them upon irriga- 
hie lands. The river emerges from its 
en Hon a short distance above The Nee- 
| dles—the crossing of the Santa Fé-Pa- 

cific Railroad—and has a series of val- 
lere which between this point and the 
Mexican ine egeregate about 500,000 
acres. In this region the waters are 
heavily laden with sediment, which is 
a serious obstacle to their diversion. 
The grade of the river ts so fiat that 
a diversion canal, takep out at the 
river's bed, must have so slight a fall 
and so low a velocity that fit would 
quickly fill with sediment from the 
river. For the same reason a canal 
must be very long in order to com- 
mand any considerable area of land in 
the river valley. 

Near Yuma the river sometimes dis- 
charges a minimum of about 8000 cubic 
feet per second. The maximum dis- 
charge is unknown. and probably ex- 
ceeds one-half million cubic feet per 
second, the season of high water cul- 
minating in June. and d low-water 
season in the winter, when the sources 
of the river are frozen. 

The chief obstacles to the utilization 
ot the waters of this basin are stated 
by Mr. Davis as foliows: 

“Finest, the great Wuctuation in dis- 
| charge: second, the paucity of land that 
can be reached by them: third, the 
large quantity of sediment, making 
impracticable any diversion on a small 
scale.” 

Mr. Davis then goes on to outline a 
comprehensive project, which, if found 
practicable, will largely remove all of 
these difficulties, and will also greatly 
improve the navigation of the river 
at all seasons of the year. It should 
be mentioned that all of the land that 
can be Irrigated from the Lower Colo- 
rado may be regarded as having «a 
semi-tropical climate, where the grow- 
ing season for most products contin- 
ues the year round. 

Mr. Davis estimates that with proper 
regulation the Colorado River will be 
able to furnish a continuous stream

RURAL FREE DELIVERY PA 
TRON. 


When the idea of a system for free 
delivery of mails in the rural districts 
was first suggested in this country it 
was regarded as preposterous. Even 
the people who would benefit most by 
such a system were slow to see how 
feasible and possible it could become. 
I well remember the change of heart 
of one resident, of Hibernian origin, 
in the district where I had the honor 
to be a special agent of the govern- 
ment. This man, when it was first 
proposed to introduce the system into 
his neighborhood, was loud in his pro- 
test against it. He not only disbellieved 
in the’ innovation; he scorned it, and 
would have none of it. After K Was 
instalied he refused to have a box or 
to allow the carrier to leave his mail, 
but trudged resolutely through rain 
or shine to the postoffice, thrice a week, 
for his per. Meeting the carrier on 
his one day he said to him: 
“It’s quite regular you are.” The car- 
rier explained that he had to be. On 
still another occasion Mr. RB. ap- 
proached him on the subject of a box. 
He thought he might ve the new 
service a trial. Before he was 
enthusiastic about . He began tak- 
ing a daily paper of the thrice 
weekly news service he had employed, 
and soon he had become the champion | 
of the rural delivery, against all com- 
ers. One day, going over the route, I 
I knew better, 
but I said: 

“Mr. N., I believe you do not like the 
service?” 

“Indeed and I do, man,” he replied, 
quick as flesh myself that 
thinks if I asked anything more of the 
government I'd be a darned hog!” 

This last seems to be the general 
feeling among of the rural 
free-delivery system. It is a significant 
fact that Mr. B. is not alone in ha 
now a daily paper instead of the usua 
weekly or thrice weekly one.

It is 
increasing in numbers, and it now includes something 
Mke 30,000 men and boys. There are altogether abont 
1500 officers, 1300 boys, and more than 27,000 petty 
Officers and seamen. In other words, the Germans have 
on thelr war vessels more men than we had in our 
army prior to the Spanish-American war. 

The Germans have good naval schools. There is one 
here at Kiel with several hundred students. The boys 
are kept but a short time on shore, and then put on 
training ships. There are a number of these ships, some 
here, and some on other seas. A common way is to have 
the summers spent in the Baltic and the winters in the 
Mediterranean or the West Indies. 

On these training vessels the boys are taught practical 
seamanship. They learn all about navigation, gunnery 
and naval warfare. 
They manage the vessels themselves, the eyes 
of their superiors, and carry on their studies on board. 
They are taught naval engineering, torpedp ecience, 
naval construction, mechanics, fortifications, tactics, as 
well as the modern branches. They are put through

dukes and earls of Europe. An officer of rank has no 
trouble in getting a wife, and it is the generally accepted 
fact that the wife should bring enough to support the 
husband. P®nnilees officers expect to marry rich girls. 
They realize their own market value, and insist upon 
the price. According to law. an officer must marry 
money, if he has no money himself. Such money is put 
into funds which cannot deteriorate, and the increased in- 
come therefrom is supposed to maintain the family as 
becomes that of an officer and a gentleman. I-do not 
know the exact sum required, but it is somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $10,000. 

The average officer wants much more than this. His 
hope is a catch with a fortune of a hundred thousand 
dollars or more. He does not hesitate to ask his pros- 
pective father-in-law how much he expects to give, and 
in certain cases if the matter is not definitely stated, 
the wedding is off. 


The Cost of the Army. 


I am told that the cost of the army is rapidly increae- 
ing. This is not so much in the amount paid by the 
government, but in the enormous sums which have to be 
contributed by the people to enable their sons to main- 
tain themselves in good military style. 

The German government, in fact, does not spend as 
much on its War Department, including pensions, as we 
do upon our War Department and pensions. In 1902 the 
total cost of the German army was about $140,000,000, 
and its pension account about $25,000,000, making a 
total of $1656,000,000. During the same year we spent in 
round numbers $112,000,000 upon our War Department. 
and $138,000,000 for pensions, or in all $60,000,000 more 
than the Germans. 

The actual expense here, however, is equal to two or 
three times what the government pays. There are 600. 
000 private soldiers in Germany, who receive from 6 to 
12 cents a day, outside their rations. The rations are 
poor, and they must have more to supplement them. 

The result is that every family which has a son in the 
army supplies him with a weekly or monthly allowance 
as great as it can afford, and the total of these allow- 
ances aMiount to hundreds of millions of dollars a year. 
I have seen it estimated at two hundred millions, but it 
is probably more. This sum includes the sons of officers, 
who must spend proportionately more than the private 
soldiers. 

At the same time the standard of living among the 
military is more expensive from year to year. Germany 
is a much richer nation than it was a few years ago, and 
all classes are living more extravagantly than in the 
past. The military elass, especially, is spending much 
more. Many of the officers are club men, and in the 
best clubs gambling is common. Indeed, it is said thet 
rome of the old familice of Germany have been ruined 
by the play of their sons who belong to the army. 


A Nation of Soldiers.

He could not pay it, and was sent 
to fall. It took the best efforts of the American Am- 
bassador to get him out. 

Another more recent case was that of two of our rich 
business men. They had left Germany as little boys, 
had grown wp as American citizens, and bed returned 
here, intending to stay a couple of years and educate 
their children. As long as they remained at a hotel no 
notice was taken of them, but a few months ago they 
rented flats and began to furnish them. This brought 
their names to the police, who have to keep track of 
such things for taxes. Their records were examined, and 
they were ordered to leave. the country, for police rea- 
sons, within eight days. They protested, but so far their 
protest bas been of no avail, and they may yet need the 
intercession of the American Ambassador before they 
can stay.

Sitting where I am, as I write, on a sort of promontory 
on the mountain side, looking down the slope thousands 
of feet, and across to higher mountains, and acroce these 
to still higher and snow-covered peaks, the slopes beneath 
me covered with bamboo, and here and there a tree 
fern; brilliantly blue tiny birds flitting about the top of 
the wild magnolia tree, loaded with fragrant wh'te 
flowers; trees covered with orchids, yellow, mauve and 
white blossoms, it seems like a paradise on earth. and 
then when one tastes and breathes the deliciously crisp 
cool air, cold enough to allow of furs, one feels that 
there is nothing more to be desired. 

Just now a cheerful-looking native came up, wearing 
on his neck a charm against demons, made of a sma)! 
rough nut; set in prettily-carved silver, with a tiny strip 
of prayer tucked into one end, the quaintest possible 
charm. and strung on a brilliant crimeon silk thread. I 
immediately demanded the price, and was told two 
rupees, which, however, after much gesturing and many 
re‘ueals on my part, dwindled into one rupee, and I 
am now the happy posseasor of a sure protection against 
cemons. One picks up the prettiest things lu the bazaar 
for very Utile; for instance, three perfoct turquoises, the 
tize of large beans, for fifteen rupees, or $5, eet in com- 
monest brass setting as rings, but perfect in co‘or. 
and flaWiless. All the natives wear turquoises as ¢ar- 
rings, or set in preyer boxes, and if one is careful and 
fortunate one can always good bargains. 

Two of the most attractive and amusing things in Dar- 
jeeling arc, frat, the little native shops by the roadside.

pice, and a very sloping roof for protection, or in 
other cases laid in a hollow scooped in the rock 
elif, with no roof eave in very bad weather, when 8 
wooden beam or piece of bam oo is fastened into the 
rock and heavy cotton cloth woven on it; and, secondly.

In the little native shops the shop man sits cross 
legged, of course, and looks like a large bundle of dirty 
white cotton c‘oth, for he is invariably wrapped com- 
pletely In his chudda. His wares, cons'sting of bread, 
cakes and seeds of many kinds, and fhative sweets, are 
spread out on a dirty cloth before bim, and little cornu- 
copias of fresh green leaves are used as wrapping paper. 
He himself wears earrings, rings, necklaves and invari- 
ably several charms for the many demons which are 
apparently continually on the walt. The fascination of 
little Darjeeling binds one and keep: one from leaving.

ANNUAL PROCESSION TO SUPPOSED 
OF MOSES.

T a yearly festival of the Mohammedans, a proces- 
sion is held which 4s rather curious and of which 
little is known outside Palestine. It is a pilgrimage 
to the Tomb of Moses, or the “Nebi Musa procession.” 
Mohammedans from all quarters flock, at the appointed 
time, to Jerusalem, whence the pilgrimage starts. The 


in Palestine. It is, in fact, to the Holy Land what Mecca 
is to Arabia, the Keran baving pronounced the great 
leader of the Israelites to be one of the old prophets 
worthy of reverence by the followers of Islam. 

For days preceding this religious festival, the streets of 
Jerusalem are filled with Arab pilgrims who are gather- 
ing and preparing for the great day of departure. Easter 
week, in which it always occurs, comes in a season of 
bright sunshine in the Orient. The flowers are begin- 
ning to bloom, the hillsides are green with many little 
herbs and shrubs, and the rays of the sun are already so 
warm that the shade of a tree is a welcome thing. The 
very walls of the town are overgrown with leaves, stone- 
crop and bright bloseoms, even out of the cracks of the 
domes and in the terraced roofs of many of the houces 
struggling herbage can be seen. Thus the weather en- 
hances the delight of this outdoor festival, for festival it 
seems, rather than solemm pilgrimage.

EFFICIENCY AND ECONOMY THE 
WATCHWORD OF Swiss ARMY. 


From the London Express. 


IE Swiss army, when the amount of money that is 
12 upon it is taken into consideration, is the most 
serviceable armed force in Europe. 

It is not ornamental, in fact, the uniforms are not 
only ugly, but frequently ill-fitting. They are, however, 
eminently practical, and are manufactured from the very 
best material. This is necessary, a8 a man’s uniform 
has to last bim during the whole of his military career, 
which, from start to finish, consists of thirty years. 

He occasionally is allowed a new pair of trousers, but 
the government does uot encourage extravagance in th's 
direction. It often nappens tha: whea a nan das got 
on in life kindly nature adds rotundity of person to his 
figure; so under these circumstances the government at 
their clothing departments alter his tunic and serve him 
out with a new pair of trousers. 

At stated periods there are kit inspections at which 
all uniforms must be shown. in the event of a uniform 
showing signs of uegiect on the par: of us owner, the 
soldier, at his own expense, bas either to buy a new 


garment or get that garment thoroughly repaired. 


The watchwords of the Swiss army are efficiency and 
economy. In time of war 515,000 men can be put into 
the field, and when it is considered that the population 
of the Confederation is under 3.500.000 it 
will be seen that there is a higher percentage of mi- 
itary service in Switzerland than in any other country 
in the world. The cost of these 515,000 men is £1,120,000 
per annum. ese figures must appeal 40 Mr. Brodrick 
when juggling with his millions and his phantom army 
corps. 


All Must Serve. 


Every Swiss adult is able to military service. In 
the event of a man being physically unfit to serve with 
the colors he is compelled to pay a smal) sum annually 
to exempt him from service, but iff time of war he may 
be called upon to serve in such capacities as he may 
be able to fill. This role might consist either of acting 
as a military clerk or as an orderly at the hospitals. 

The military service is divided into three periods, the 
first being what is known as the “Elite.” which a youth 
enters in his twentieth year. After passing a stiff med- 


dca] examination he goes into training at one of the bar- 


racks for a period of six weeks to three months. This 
training is very severe. He is constantly at work ‘he 
whoie day, either being drilled or being taught to shoot, 
or out on long route marches. 2 

Discipline is strict, but is easentially intelligent, as a 
recruit has a perfect right, without transgressing any 
military law, to appeal to an officer tor further instruc- 
tions if he does not understand what he has been told. 
The pay is 3d. per day, and liberal though homely ra- 
tions are supplied. 

When the recruit has finishe’ his first service, and bas 
been passed by the commanding officer of his reciment 
as satisfactory, he is dismissed from the recruiting 
school. For the next thirteen years he is called upon 
every other year to put in terms of service varying from 
fourteen to eichieen days. 

At the beginning of his thirty-third year the soldier 

es into the Landwehr, in which he remains for the 
next twelve years Here he is called upon every fourth 
year from eight to eleven days service. At the end 
of his Landwehr service he passes into the Lands urm, 
in which he remains until be is fifty, after which age he 
is free from military service except in the time of war, 
when the government can claim him up to sixty-five.

does everything it can to encourage this desire. A man 
must be able to shoot well, for the government compels 
him to attain a certain proficiency at his own expense 
if he has not obtained the regulation number of marks 
when going through the school of musketry.

What was my surprise 
to discover that he was a gentleman whom I had seen 
parading with an umbrella and other warlike para- 
phernalia the streets of Berne.

THE “BUCKET SHOP.” 


ORIGIN OF THE Now FAMILIAR TERM APPLIED 
TO DEALINGS IN GRAIN. 


[Mitwaukee’ Sentinel:] Thomas H. Doyle, an old 
broker on the Milwaukee ‘change, was in the little 
group that coined the term “bucket shop“ in relation to 
dealings in grain. He tells the Sentinel the story of the 
incident, as it happened: 

“It was thirty years ago.” said Mr. Doyle, “when the 
old Chicago Board of Trade stopd at Washington and 
La Salle streets. William Pierenette, one of the old- 
time brokers of Chicago: Abel Adams of Minneapolis, 
and myself were entering Henry Lindsen's buffet at 
Exchange Place and Gambler's alley, just opposite the 
elevator of the old Board of Trade building. Being 
young and frivolously inclined, we were, I regret to 
say, about to indulge in a mild libation. This interest- 
ing situation was interrupted by the sudden appearance 
of ‘Bill’ Lincoln, a well-known character on ‘change, 
who rushed up to Pieronet e and sald: Let me have $10 
for a stake, and I will go over on the open Board of 
Trade and buy 1000_bushels of wheat.” “What? roared 
Pieronette, ‘buy wheat in that 4—4 bucket shop? Not 
with my money. Come in and | will buy you a drink, 
but it shall not be said that I, a member of the Boafd 
of Trade, encouraged a man to buy his wheat in a place 
where he could buy sands of bushels and carry 
away his holdings in a bucket." The other witnesses 
to this christening of the. open board (which was not 


afterward universally used, were ‘Iron Jaw’ Brady, ‘Fog 
Horn’ Sheldon, and Henry Lindsen, the proprietor of 
the buffet. 

“The expression, of course, referred to the system 
just being introduced by certain speculators, which be- 
came the plan of the bucket-shop operators afterward, 
of taking bets on the stock and grain quotations, retain- 
ing a percentage of each amount placed with them, but 
never contemplating any delivery, the entire transaction 
being closed out on quotations. Thus a man would 80 
in and order 1000 bushels of wheat at, say, 73 cents, 
putting up $10. The bucket shop immediately deducted 
from this the sum of one-eighth of 1 per cent. as com- 
mission, and if wheat went to 74 cents, the speculator 
would receive his remaining 8.75 back, together with 
$10 earnings. If, on the contrary, the market fell to 72 
cents, the speculator was wiped out—lost his bet. That 
was all there was to it. The bucket shops never placed 
any orders with the exchanges, and there they differed 
from the stock jobbers of the present, who are often 


takes a number of small orders from his customers, 
orders which individually are too small to be filled hy 
the stock exchanges, and places an order in his own 
name, parceling out the purchase among his customers. 
The stock jobber must place his orders; the bucket-shop 
man did not, but simply conducted a guessing contest

Testing Thecmometecs. 
ONE OF THE Duties DONE BY THE 
BUREAC OF STANDARDS. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON, May. 22.—One thing to do, by way 
of safeguard, when the doctor puts his thermom- 
eter under your tongue and tells you that your 
temperature is 104 degrees, is to ask him where he got 
his thermometer, and if it has been tested by the gov- 
ernment of the United States. If it has not been tested 
by the government standard, there is no telling, within 
& degree or so, and maybe within three degrees, of the 
exact temperature. The National Bureau of Standards, 
lately established in Washington, has found out about 
clinical thermometers, and the experts of that burean 
have discovered that, while weather thermometers really 
deserve all of the jokes that have ever been made about 
them, the clinical thermometers are also In a bad way, 
and sorely in need of regulation. So the bureau is at 
work regulating all of the clinical thermometers in the 
country, and getting all manufacturers of thes? inatru- 
ments onto the same working standard. When this 
shall have been completed, all clinical thermometers 
will be exactly alike. : 

This was one of the delicate tasks that the bureau 
to face when it commenced its work. The manufactur- 
ers of clinical thermometers—and there are a good many 
of them in the United States—were inclined at first to 
be a little fussy about overhauling their standards. It 
was found by teste made in Washington that clinical 
thermometers of different makes varied as much as three 
degrees from one another, and as much as three degrees 
also from the standard upon which a cligical ther- 
mometer ought to be made. Inasmuch as three degrees 
of temperature in a fever patient is eometimes the dif- 
ference between life and death, the bureau found that it 
had an important work to do in this matter, and it set 
about it with energy. The various wanufacturers were 
induced to send samples of their thermometers to Wash- 
ington, where they were tested. Then some of the 
manufacturers were told that their standard of making 
a thermometer did not quite agree with the standard es- 
tablished by the government, and were asked if, in the 
interests of uniformity of standard, they would not con- 
sent to have their standards changed by the bureau. All 
of the manufacturers consented to do that, so that now 
practically all of the thermometers that are being manu- 
factured in this country for clinical use are of the gov- 
ernment standard, and, anyWay, anybody wishing to pur- 
chase such a thermometer can get u certificate with it 
in almost any first-class store, showing that it was tested 
or manufactured from the government standard. 

This is one of the things that the Bureau of Standards 
has done since it was established. Another important 
work that it is carrying en 1s testing delicate weighing 
machines used in chemistry, pharmacy and the sciences. 
The thing in this, as well as the thing in all weights 
and measures, is to get manufaciurers of measuring and 
weighing machines to working from precisely the same 
standard of weights or measures. and then, Americans 
all being good workmen, the weighing and measuring 
machinery that is put upon the market will be absolutely 
accurate, and every machine or tool will be wpon exactly 
the same standard as every other machine or tool made 
in the country. It is highly important to medicine and 
science that delicate weighing machines be absolutely 
accurate and alap absolutely alike. So they have in the 
burean at Washington what might be termed the court 
of last resort when it comes to weighing machines. The 
machine looks like highly complicated weighing scales. 
but it ie called a balance, and it is balanced upon knives. 
For the present, the machine is not of use on account of 
the location of the bureau offices in a noisy part of the 
city. but when the new betiding for the burean in the 
country near Washington is finished it will be more 
valuable. This balancing machine is 0 delicate that if 
a man approaches to within twenty feet of it, the heat 
from his body will affect it. A light express wagon rum- 
bling down the street some distance away will throw it 
all out of kilter if it is in operation then. To this won- 
derful machine come all vexed questions of weights, and 
its decision is final. because there is no higher authority 
to which an appeal can be taken. . 

Another practical work that the bureau is carrying on 
is in getting makers of machinists’ tools to working 
from one standard of measurement. so that all such tools 
will be exactly uniform. in making big guns, for in- 
stance, the government has always bad trouble because 
different parts of the guns are made in different places. 
and if the measuring implements of the machinists are 
not precisely uniform, there is trouble in getting the 
gun together. Heretofore, makers of machinists’ deli- 
cate measuring tools have Seen working from different 
standards of measurements. They all thought that they

The truth is that Alfonso XIII daily 
receives, according to established rules, 
each minister in his turn, and presides, 
every Friday, over the weekly council 
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nor anybody else had any way of finding it out. All 
will be changed when the government has fixed 
standard of measure for every manufacturer, and 
great source of difficulty will be overcome. Of 
such fine work as this is necessary only in the most 
delicate machinery, but the increasing use of delicate 
machinery calls for increasing accuracy and uniformity 
im measurements. 

One of the most Interesting things in the bureau is the 
Official yardstick of the United States government. This 
is @ bronze bar, and is an exact copy of the Imperial 
yard of Great Britain. It was cast in 1845, and was pre- 
sented to the United States by the British government. 
The bar is more than a yard long, and near each end 
there is drilled a hole about a quarter of an inch in di- 
ameter. In each of these holes there is inlaid a gold 
tip, in appearance something like the head of a tack, 
and across these tips are three lines, cut eo fine that they 
are not visible to the naked eye. Now then, when the 
temperature of the room in which the bar or yardstick 
is kept is exactly 62 degrees Fahrenheit, it is exactly 
one yard from the middle of the three lines drawn across 
the top of the inlaid tip near one end of the bar to the 
middle line of the three on the other end. The lines, of 
course, are to be seen only with the aid of a microscope. 
But if the temperature in the room is 72 instead of 62 
degrees,.then the distance between these two lines is 
six one-thousandths of an inch more than a yard, and if 
the temperature is 52 instead of 62, the bar shrinks un- 
der the ten degrees of less heat as much as it expands 
under the ten degrees of excess hat. 

Before long, the bureau will be established in a Spe- 
cially constructed building on a hill near Washington, 
where the delicate instruments will be removed from the 
influence of noise and electric currents. In this new 
building there will be rooms where the temperature will 
be kept exactly the same the year around, and there the 
work will be carried on to greater, advantage than is now 
posslole.

PIERCING THE ALPS. 


AN ACCOUNT OF AN INTERESTING Vistr To 
SIMPLON TUNNEL. 


{London Mall: I have just paid a most interesting 
visit to the works now proceeding on each side of the 
Alps in connection with the piercing of the new Sim- 
pion tunnel, writes a special correspondent from Brieg. 
On either side some 2000 men arc engaged in three shifts, 
working eight hours per day, effecting a prolongation of 
18 feet to 20 feet every twenty-four hours. The work 
already accomplished on the Swiss side measures about 
five and a half miles, and on the Italian side about four 
miles, leaving a balance of three and a half miles to 
complete, which, with continued success, should be ac- 


At 
unnel the ordinary masonry lining had 
to be dispensed with, and a cast-iron lining substituted, 
which, together with the expense incurred in dealing

with the water, has increased the cost to something like 
£1000 per yard on this section. 

Outside of the tunnel one finds a great army of smiths 
working at the forge, making and repairing the rocY 
drills, chisels, pickaxes, etc., which are delivered 
to the men inside the tunnel; a powerful hydraulic 


equipment, supplying water to the rock drills, and high- 
speed ventilating fans for delivering air to or extract- 
ing the alr from the tunnel to mainiain an atmosphere 
‘In which the men can comfortably perform their duties. 
The excavation now proceeding well toward the center 
of the tunnel is at a depth of about 6000 feet below the 
mountain surface. so that a constant temperature of 
about 110 degs. Fahrenheit exists. 

The importance of this line for commercial purposes 
can hardly be estimated, as it will provide a much more 
direct route than is at present possible between the north 
of Europe and the port of Genova. With tourists the route 


is also likely to become popular, as it will afford a means 


of passing through the beauttful scenery in the neigh» 
borhood of the lakes of Geneva and Maggiore. 2

There are no sidewalks after one gets 
fairly out of the town, and a delightful footpath worn 
for more than a century by the devout among the Mex- 
jean and Spanish population of Santa Barbara winds 
its way up the hill and along the walled garden of the 
Franciscan friars who now con‘uct the Mission, and fin- 
ishes at the Mission in a quadrangic. which one passes 
out of to the south through an old-time turn-stile. Pass- 
ing over the stile, and around the wall of the old ceme- 
tery, where it is said lie buried over five thousand of 
the faithful, I found myself in the cafion, the footpath 


shaded by sycamores of wonderful beauty, and to our 
left hand a great stone wall of lovely brown and gray 
colorings which marks the private holdings from the 
public highway. 

I bave already described in these columns the fine mod- 
ern residence and grounds of Mrs. Cunningham as the 


Mission. Passing the Cunningham place, we cross the 
bridge over (in April) the swift-running waters of Mis- 
sion Creek, and following up the roadside under heary 
overhanging trees, we come to the entrance of what I 
consider a model estate for those who love the satural 
beauty of a California cafion, with the trees and rocks 
and water just where the greatest Landscape Artist of 
all placed them. Mr. G. S. J. Olliver of Santa Barbara & 
to be congratulated first as the owner of a naturally very 
beautiful property, which, though not large in acreage, 
is sufficient in extent to give privacy and retirement, and 
secondly that God has given him a sufficient insight and 
appreciative mind for the development of this place that 
he has in no wise marred the plans of the Creator. 

For years I have heard of this beautiful country home, 
as a mode! of what may be done in landscape art with 
but simple material and comparatively slight expendi- 
ture of money, and yet having seen other such attempts 
in various parts of California from some of which fF have 
departed with a sincere thankfulness that man can never 
entirely mar the works of the Master, I dave fully real- 
ized that the Olliver place stands quite alone as an ex- 
ample of the naturalistic type of landscape gardening. 


The Making of This Home. 


The making of the Olliver place has been of a simple 
sort. The natural site is good, on a gentle siope of 
the cafion, with many large sycamore, cottonwood, oak, 
elder, and other native trees. Running water and 
masses of the beautiful rock formation, so plenty about 
Santa Barbara, gave a basis for careful work. Rich. 
loamy soil, shelter and plenty of water made importa- 
tions entirely practicable. The house is made a minor 
consideration. Not bat that it is 4 commodious and 
lovely cottage home filled with the souvenirs of travel 
and culture, but considered In the landscape feature it 
is shielded from public gaze by masses of shrubbery and 
the winding paths lead so gradually up to the doorway 
that one experiences a sort of surprise when coming out 
of what has appeared to be a lovely bit of woodland, be 
comes suddenly upon the home under a sheltering mass 
of green growths. 

Mingied with our own Pacific Coast plants are those 
of other lands. Portugal, Spain, the Canary Islands. 
Hawali, Africa and Australia, have all made their con- 


‘} tributions, and vet so carefully placed is every shrub, 


and every charming blossom, that none seem aliens 
This is an achievement most noteworthy, since. as 1 
have said before, Santa Barbara has a wealth of tropical 
plants such as no other city on the Coast can show, and 
yet too many of her gardens are so “higgle-dy-pigglety” 
in their arrangements that one can get no joy in them. 
On the contrary, this lovely suburban retreat of Mr. Ol- 
liver shows thought and a high knowledge of thet art 


which comes nearest to Nature, and the result is rest 


ful to the eye, and inspiring to the highest part of our 
very complex natures.

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The Trout Fisher. 
WueEre He WIL FWD His GAME 
IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


By a Special Contributor. 

S a result of the heavy rains and snows 
of the past winter, Southern California has 
this spring three streams that will yield, 
for a time, at least, as good sport for the trout 
fisherman as any others in the West. These 
are the San Gabriel in Los Angeles county, the 
Santa Ana in San Bernardino county, and the Sespe in 
Ventura county. Two years ago the dry years had re- 
duced the San Gabriel to a string ot hot, dirty pools. 
The trout first softened and became unfit for eating: 
then died of starvation, and the cafion became a foul 
hole, reeking with the odor of dead fish. Conditions 
were little better on the other streams, for iow water 
made poor feeding, and the trout that were not caught 
died in the warm water of the late summer. There were 
practically no trout in Southern California during the 
summers of ninety-nine and nineteen hundred. The 
‘slightly increased rainfalls of the succeeding years start 
ed the streams again, and the restocking work of the 
fish commission did the rest; this year there is a plenty 
of water and more trout. 

So far, the fishing on the main streams has not been 
good, owing to high water; and even in the clear waters 
of the higher tributasies worms and grasshoppers are 
‘filling baskets faster than flies. Fly fishing should be 
at its best on the West Fork of the San Gabriel, before 

on the main river a little later. 
should next in line, while the Santa Ana, 
on account of its heavily snow-backed water-sheds, Will 
not yield its best sport till well into June. 

The fishing waters of the San Gabriel may be reached 
in two ways—by way of Azusa, or by way of Eaton's 
Cafion, or Sierra Madre and Wilson's Peak. The 
former is the more popular and easier way, while the 
latter, though more 4rduous, insures better fishing, par- 
ticularly in the early part of the season. 

From Azusa the fisherman may proceed by stage to 
“Follows, on the main cafion, or to Rincon, near the 
mouth of the West Fork, both distant about fifteen miles 
from the valley. From Follow's, the best fishing is found 
on the east or Baldy fork, though, on account of the 
meliing snow from the latter mountain, this branch is 
the last to recede, and consequently better for fishing 
later in the season. From Rincon the main streams of 
the San Gabriel and the West Fork may be fished, or, 

does not object to hard work, the waters of the 
North Fork or Bear Cafion may be tried. On account 
of the roughness and inaccessibility of the two latter 
streams, they have never been as completely fished out 
as the broader and opener pools and riffles of the main 
cafion. The pools are large, but considerably over- 
grown, making casting and landing difficult. ~- 

In going in to the West fork of the San Gabriel by 
way of Wilson's Peak, the luxury of stage travel will 
have to be dispensed with at the foot of the moun- 
tains, and the eight miles to the summit and the four 
miles down the further side made on burro or foot. As 
the latter stretch of trail is the steepest and roughest 
in the Sierra Madres, dropping away at the rate of over 
a thousand feet to the mile, the foot passage will he 
fownd the safest and most comfortable. A burro may 
be taken as far as the foot of the trail, to pack the tamp- 
ing outfit. The cafion trail in either direction from this 
point is so much blocked by winter “deadfalis” that 
progress with a pack animal is possible only with the 
greatest difficulty, and if one intends going down and out 
of the cafion, a man would best be brought along from 


the camp at Wilson's Peak, to take back the burro, and 


the rest of the journey made with a hlanket and a light 
two-day ration on the back. This means hard work and 
lots of it, but the fishing will justify it. Besides, the 


means 
From the foot of the Wilson's Peak trail, the sher 
man has before him thirty-two miles f down-stream 
fishing, and every bit of it “fishable.” Halt of the day 
in working off up the cafion in order 
to “fish down with the stream.” Ten miles of this dis- 
Aistance— that part of the cafion from a poinf five miles 
below the foot of the trail to the Old Bait Clubhouse above 


two days’ saunter, and the trip to Azuea made from there 
by stage. Good fishing has also been enjoyed toward 
the head of the West Fork, but outside of a few pools 
near the base of the big falls, no large trout have been 
caught. 

Those who are willing to sacrifice gameness to size 
will fish this year, as in the past, for the big salmon 
‘trout, on the Santa Ana, and its main tributary, Bear 
Creek, which runs out of the great Bear Valley Lake. 
Fine fish are being caught as far down into the valley 
as Colton and Riverside. As the snow has not long been 
off the 6500 feet of altitude of Bear Lake and upper Bear 
Creek, the season has not really begun there, but before 
long it is confidently expected that the old records of 


Bear Valley may now be reached by a new road up 


the Needles, after disappearing under the sand 
ber of times. This stream eight or ten miles down from 
the ford of the Bear Valley road, though it breaks up 
into miles of the finest pools in the country, is ex- 
tremely difficult of access and has been very little fis hed. 
Few who have braved the discomforts of the brush, 
rocks and cactus of the dry mountainside, however, have 
returned with an empty creel, and though the fish ‘are 
mostly the “loggy” river trout, they are plentiful enough 
to make the trip well worth while. 

The Seepe, with its deep pools, swirling eddies and 
broad, open stretches, is more near the ideal trout 
stream than any of the others, and a trip to this “home 
of the red sandstone” repays one in the scenic beauties 
alone. Im these it is not unworthy of comparison 
with Yosemite and Hetch Hetchy, and easily stands 
alone in California south of the King’s River Cafion. 
The fishing season, however, is short, and this year, on 
account of the high water, will be shorter than ever. The 
Sespe has a larger area of water-shed to feed it than 
any other Southern California etream, but because of the 
comparatively low altitude—about five thousand feet—of 
the highest mountains that drain to it, it flows a con- 
siderably less stream than the Santa Ana, which is fed 
by the cafions from the snow-covered sides of the 
twelve-thousand-foot peaks of the San Bernardino 
mountains. The Sespe is, therefore, fed only by e- 
age and springs. Many of the latter being bat even to 
boiling, the temperature of the water on the coliest days 
of the winter is considerably above that of other streams 
in this part of the country. This temperature gradu- 
ally increases under the inf of the longer days of 
the summer, till, dy July, water is almost tepid. 
The trout rapidly soften in water of this temperature, 
and by the middle of the month have lost much of their 
gameness, when hooked, and all of their savor when 
eaten. This ordinarily limits the fishing season to May 
and June; but as the water this year will not be entire- 
ly clear before the first of June, the sport will be confined 
to the latter month. The Sespe has never suffered as 
much from the drouths as the other Southern California 
streams, and consequently the number of twelve and 
fourteen-inch “holdovers” are more numerous there 
than in other places. The young fish from last fall's 
“stocking” have also come on wonderfully, and the 
sport, while it lasts, on the Sespe, will be far and away 
ahead of the best on the San Gabriel and Santa Ana. 
The Sespe trout, except in the river below the cafion, 


are the genuine rainbows, and always ready to aM! 


for the last inch of line. * 

The fishing grounds of the lower Sespe are best 
reached by taking the train to Filmore, which is fifty- 
five miles from Los Angeles, and proceeding from there 
by team to the Devil's Gate, which is but six miles 
further. Fishing is good here on the main stream; also 
on Pine and Coldwater Creeks, which both come in dose 
together near the Gate. By going to the end of ihe 
wagon road, three miles further up and beyond the lat 
of the oil wells, better sport still will be had. The first 
quarter mile of the West Fork which branches to the 
left a mile from the end of the wagon road contains 
some beautiful pools, where fish are almost always to be 
caught and at any hour of the day. Accommodations 
can be had at the well-boring camps for three or four; 
larger parties than this should carry their own outfits. 

The Sespe may be reached, midway from its source, 
by going to Nordboff in the Ojai Valley, by rail, and go-. 
ing from there on horseback twenty miles in a northerly 
direction over the mountains. This trail strikes the 
Sespe at Hot Sulphur Springs, from which point the 
angler will find fish by going either up or down stream 
or following up any of the several large creeks that con- 
verge here. As most of the warm water comes in here 
and below, the fishing above is good for all season. 

Another fine trout stream is reached from the Ojai— 
the Matilitja. It was in this cafion, in fact, that the 
Southern California record for big catches was made in 
1897.

The Santa Paula Creek, which flows from the moun- 
tains at Santa Paula, is another example of a good creek 
that has been overfished and understocked, though the 
latter in its best days was never equal to the Matillija. 

The Tejunga, the main source of the Los Angeles 
River, which flows down and sinks into the sands of the 
San Fernando Valley between Burbank and Fernando, 
is a good natura! stream, but never having been stocked, 
will not stand steady fishing. The Santa Clara River. 
in its upper waters in Soledad Cafion, always has plenty 
of fish, but has been neglected on account of the difi- 
culty of reaching the big pools. It is fished some, how- 
ever, by Antelope Valley sportsmen. ;

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TEE WILD ANIMALS OF LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 
IX.—THE RACCOON. ° 


A Nor UxcoMMON ANIMAL WHICH Is SELDOM 
SEEN. 


By a Special Contributor. 
HEREVER' there are thick patches of willow 
trees in our lowlands there will be found the 
familiar Coon, only a trifle less noisy by night 
than his castern relative, and perhaps slightly less 
a‘ldicted to raids upon the poultry yards of his humana 
neighbors. There are Raccoozs scattered through much 
of our hills as well, but they are seen much more 
seldom than are those of the lower country. A tramp 
up the sandy bottom of some wild cafion will generally 
reveal the strange, baby-like tracks of this animal, 
especally if the caflon be near some foothill vineyard, 
for California Coons are very fond of ripe grapes. Being 
strictly a nocturnal animal, the traces of its visits are 
best observed carly in the morning, and like the Skunk 
and the Badger, the Raccoon is very much more active 
on nights immediately succeeding a rain than at any 
other time. More than any other of its relations, it is 
fond of water, in which it very carefully moistens most 
of its food before eating. Consequently the presence 
of a family of the little riug-tailed prowlers can fre- 
quently be detected by a visit to some spring in the 
suspected locality. Here their tracks—if there be any 
‘Coons in that vicinity—will be found. There is no other 
track exactly like that of the Raccoon, except that of 
some of the bears, but of course these are so much 
larger that there is no comparison necessary. 

* Im appearance, the average full-grown Raccoon ts some 
two and one-half feet in length, tail included, covered. 
with soft, thick fur of a dark shadé of brown. The tall 
is rthged with five white rings, alternating with five 
other rings of so dark a brown as to be almost black. 
In proportion to the length and height, the body of this 
anima! is very heavy, weighing when full grown snd 
in good condition from twenty to thirty pounds, and 
even more. The largest specimens come from the 
Southern States, where the shades of coloration are also 
most brilliant, but, as might be expected, the fur is the 
softest and most valuable in the North. The nose is 
very sharp, though not so pointed as that ofa fox, while 
the whole expression is one of piquant interest in 
things earthly. Its mental powers do not fal! below its 
facial appearance, either, for it is one of the “wisest” of 
all the wild wood kinfolk, unless it be the littl Gray 

Fox himself, than which there is none more cute. 

In all the ‘Coon family there are but two or three 
apecies, and these are all confined to the New World. 
There is probably but one species in the United States, 
and that is the common Raccoon, known by the same 
old name from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and from 
the Canadian line to the Gulf. Its food and general hab- 
its throughout its range are pretty generally the same, 
being modified only by conditions of climate and sur- 
roundings. Mice, birds“ eggs, young birds, molluscs 
(along the coast.) and nuts and frulte make up the 
Raccoon’s bill of fare, though an occasional cornfield 
suffers, especially wheg the corn is at the milky stage. 
They are good swimmers, and spend much of their time 
around and in shallow water, catching small fish, etc. 
It has been remarked by many naturalists that while 
the "Coon can and does swim well, it cannot dive, and 
ls, therefore, pretty much of a failure as a fisherman, 
unless it be In very shallow water, and with small fish 

ads the prey. Along the lagoons and estuaries of the 
South American coast and in fresh water swamps of 
the interior there lives a strange species, known as the 
Crab-eating Raccoon. Ag its name indicates, it lives 
mostly upon crabs, stranded fish and other denizens of 
hal shore-wise waters where it lives. 

All the Raccoon family are arboreal animals—that is, 
they live much of their lives in trees, sleeping in some 
big ‘onvenient crotch by day and rearing their young in 

„ hollow stump, preferably thé hollow limb of some 
giant tree, and at a considerable distance from the 
ground. The Raccoon, while an excellent climber and 
thorpughly at home among the treetops, does none of 
Us hunting there, coming te the ground at night or on 
very cloudy days to get its food. The young are three to 
five in number, and, in this State, are born some time 
in March or April; in the East the latter month end 
May are the usual birthday months of the large majority 
of ‘Coons. The family remains together until the young 
are at least a year old, oftentimes longer. Frequently 
groups of adult parents, yearling youngsters and “kit- 
tens” of a few months will be found in the same nest, 
and all seem to live amicably enough. In fact, it is 
quite uncommon to find a Raccoon entirely alone, for 
they hot only remain mated for life, as far as is known, 
but seem never to prow! about alone, always being 
accompanied by at least part of the family. 

This animal has the peculiar habit, common to no 
other species known, of moistening its food efore eat- 
ing. This habit is peculiarly noticeable in captive an- 
malik, which will carry even small pieces of bread ta 
their water pan to be moistened. In former days the 
‘Coon was one of the most important fur-bearing an- 
mals of North America, being so plentiful in some parts 
that its skin was used as a common medium of exchange, 
other skins being valued in so many ‘Coon skins in- 
stead of money, as nowadays. The current value of a 
Raceoon skin at that time was 25 cents. Most of 
these skins were obtained by trapping the animal in

Indeed, the Poles 
may perhaps occupy places on what is now the earth's 
equator. 

Tops are also of great use in showing how light be- 
haves. A simple experiment is to make a top of a Gat 
piece of white cardboard. On one side of the disc draw 
a broad, black band in a perpendicular position, and on 
the other side a horizontal band. Spin the top and-the 
two black bands appear as a cross. This illustrates the 
fact that an impression made by any object on the eye 
remains for an appreciable time after the cause has been 
removed. 

Soap bubbles have helped science in a way that notb- 
ing else could do. All matter is composed of molecules, 
objects so infinitely tiny that no human eye, aided even 


by the most powerful microstope, can ever hope to see | 


one. Even a flake of gold-leaf, so infinitely thin that a 
breath will blow it to pieces, is made up of molecules 
thousands thick. But a soap-Subble film is far thinner 
than the finest gold-leaf. It would take four hundred 
thousand such films, piled one on enother, to make the 
thickness of a single inch. 


So in the wall of a soap bubble the man of science hes 


at hand the best possibie medium for microscopically ex- 
amining matter in its finest division. By mixing pure 
Castile soap with water, a bubdle may be blown tough 


bear two things in mind—first, that when the soap and 
water have been mixed, al! the lather should be skinned 
from the surface; and, secondly, that the pipe used for 
blowing the bubbles should, before using, be well soaped 
all round the rim of the bowl. 

For making those exquisite figures known as sound- 
pictures, a common tin horn, such as children are given 
at Christmas time, is quite as good as any instrument 
available. To take a picture of your voice, all you need 
to do is to tle a sheet of thin paper over the big end of

CONDEMNED TO DEATH. 


{New York Sun:] Gordon G. Ramey, who is in jail in 
Lancaster, Mo, charged with the deliberate murder of 
his twenty-year-old wife, Norab, because of jealousy, 
said to his attorneys when they asked him whether he 
would rather hang or go to the penitentiary for life: 

“Just as you people say; to me it’s a stand-off.” 

The District Judge, N. M. Shelton, lives at Macon. It 
will be bis duty to pass sentence upon Ramey. When 
the remark quoted reached Judge Shelton, be said: 

“That's what he says now, but weit. Men don't want 
to die—except In novels. There the hero can afford to 
be indifferent to danger because he knows that if the 
right sort of author has hold of him he will get through 
somehow, and live happy ever after. 

“But ordinary humankind wants to live as long as the 
blood of life and health flows. There are no two sides 
to the subject.

CHURCH-GOING IN NEW YORK AND LONDON. 

A recent church census of New York City shows no 
such disparity between population and attendance as the 
census now being taken in London by the Dally News 
does. Never was there so much money spent for erec- 
tion of naw church edifices and all the apparatus of « 
modern church as was given last year by the church 
members of this country. Schemes are now under way 
by which It is planned to add $40,000,000 to the working 
capita! of the several sects of the country. Methodists, 
Presbyterians, and Lutherans are especially vigorous 
in their plans for enriching the treasuries ot their miss- 
sion boards, colleges, and various denominational agen- 
cies. A fair share of the increase of wealth of the peo- 
ple of the country is going into the work of the church. 
Whether it le as large a proportion as was given in 
former days, under like conditions of renewed national 
prosperity, it is difficult to say. It is a noticeable fact 
that in most of the denominations the proportion of 
money which is given to home expenditures is relatively 
larger than it used to be, ani the proportion given to 
work abroad is less. Interest in foreign missions is 
diminishing among the lay givers, though on the side of 
volunteers for service from the college men and women 
of the country. and on the side of Intelligent preparation 
for the work, It must be said that there never were so 
many ready to go nor were the volunteers ever so well 
equipped. 

Whatever may be the facts as to diminishing church 
attendance, there le agreement that never were those 
who are found in churches there for such pure motives. 
Compulsſon to attend not only has ceased to be of the 
priestly sort: it is fast ceasing to be of the social sort.

This was the second meeting of these regiments, 
the first having been at Gaines’ Mill, two years before. 
Both had fought on every field of battle from 1862 to 
1864, and their losses in killed and wounded were about 
equal throughout the war. The First lost 281 men killed 
in battle, and the Eighty-third 282 killed. The loss of 
the Carolinians was next to the highest in any southern 
regiment, and that of the Pennsylvanians next to the 
highest among the northern regiments.

1 county, around Perris and Menifee, have been 

“playing in bard luck during the past few years, 
owing to the dry seasons, and some of them bave 
become quite discouraged. This year those who stayed 
with the game will come out al) right, and will be able 
io pay off their debts, besides having a little money 
over for a wip to the beach. The Riverside press gives 
the following descrip\ion of the wonderful grain crops 
now ripening in the Perris and Menifee region: 

“Five hundred car Seven thousand five hundred 
fons! Thi is the amount of grain that will be shipped 
from ‘the Perris Valley this season. 

“Alter successive years of drought and crop failure, the 
back country has ‘made good.’ 

“lt was to verify the reports of “bumper’ crops that

This much 
is true, however: One good crop every three years will 
pay the farmer weil and counterbalance the two bed 
years.

A Great Reservoir. 

great Hemet reservoir, in the San Jacinio Mountains, 
and still rising. It is estimated that the lake will be 
ninety feet deep at the close of the irrigating season. 
Following is an extract from an article in the Hemet 
News: 

“The lake is fed by numerous small streams. in addi- 
tion to two principal ones, viz.: the Herke Creek and 
South Fork. 

“Being the season of melting snow, considerable water 
is running in. From two to three miles above the lake 
the Lake Hemet Water Company owns a large body of 
land in the valley. Several years ago |t was discovered 
it contained an artesian belt. The company proceeded 
to put down a series of shallow wells, near the banks 
of the South Fork. Each well furnishes a perennial 
low, and all the streams are turned into the river 
through shallow ditches cut through the banks. The 
party who bored the wells claimed enough water could 
be secured to Jrrigate the whole Hemet tract. but de- 
velopments were discontinued because the water supply 
is far im advance of any possible demand for it for 
many years to come. 

“It is estimated that no water Will be used from Lake 
Hemet till after July 1, although the irrigating season 
becan April 15. Im the meantime the water in the lake 
will continue to rise slowly. There is a large surplus, so 
large, indeed, that a careful estimate shows that when 
the present irrigating season of seven months closes, on 
November 15, 1903, the lake will be ninety feet deep.”

While there 
eeems to be no Jiscussion as to the proper time for gath- 
erims fruit to be preserved, this is not true with respoct 
o> the time for gathering olives destined for the oll 
press or to be preserved ripe. Some authorities believe 
that for satisfactory oi! making the olives should have 
aitained their last degree of maturity and should detach 
themselves from the tree, since they then contain the 
best proportion of oll relative to their weight. Others 
maintain that in gathering the crop thus late—in Feb- 
March, and even April—abeolutely nothing 
gained. The proportion of oll seems to be greater in 
the former case simply because the olive has diminished 
in weight by the evaporation of the water which it con- 
feline. Experience jistifies this conviction. From the 
point of view of the quantity of oil, there is nothing to 
be gained in collecting the fruit too late. On the other 
hand, the riper the fruit the more discolore will be the 
oll, and the more will it have lost the flavor of the fruit, 
whereby ite value wil! be depreciated. A late harvest 
should therefore be opposed wherever the culture is car- 
ried on systematically.

“The method of collecting bas alto an important in- 
fluence upon the quality of the fruit, and even upon the 
‘Vigor of the tree itself. In some countries where the 
fruit is invariably collected late, there is not, properly 
speaking, any harvest seacon. The growers simply wait 
until the fruit detaches itself, by its own excess of ma- 
turity, and it is then gathered. This is the worst of a)! 
eystems, presenting several disadvantages; the fruit is 
then solidly fixed upon its stem, and is with difficulty 
detached. ven if the fallen fruit be gathered every 
day. there is always a certain proportion bruised in the 
fall. which commences to decay upon the ground; these 
olives collect particles of damp earth, while others are 
attacked by insects, so that upon the whole, there is a 
loss both in the quantity and the quality of the oll pro- 
duced. In other regions, the trees are beaten with 
clube—e barbarous method in every respect, as it is nec- 
essary to defer the gathering of the fruit until & is ton 
ripe, otherwise it would detach itself with too much 
difficulty, and in any event the use of clubs upon a tree 
as delicate as the olive is to be deplored. The bark i« 
forn and bruised, and becomes susceptible to the attacks 
of parasites, and in Italy—-where this method prevails to 
a considerable extent—a serious discase of the tree is 
always more or leas prevalent.

“In lees-enlightened regions, growers still persist in 
piling up the fruit and facilitating a slight of 
fermentation under the mistaken theory (the error of 
which has already been explained) that they thus secure 
a larger proportion of oll.

«warily inferior, having an unpleasant odor and « ran- 
cid and disagreeable taste. 


“The preservation of green olives is an art which 
has been handed down, probably, from the Romans, 
who called them “colymbades” and preserved them ina 
walt and cooked wine or water eweetened with honey. 
together with herbs. The modern methods of treat- 
ment are all based wpon the use of lye. In France the 
bath of a lye made of wood ashes was introduced by an 
italian named Picholini. whose name is now attached to 
the variety of olive known as the Pichollne“ Until his 
Cay, green olives were lightly crushed and then plunged 
into fresh water, renewed daily during nine days. Their 
bitterness disappeared largely during this period, and 
they were then preserved in salt water. At the pres- 
ent time, this method is still largely employed in the 
case of olives used as condiments. Olives of this kind 
have a very considerable demand in France, where they 
are cooked with meats and served in other forme prac- 
tically unknown in the United States. 

“Green olives packed in bottles or barrels for table 
use are gathered by hand in September 6r October, when 
they have acquired their full development, and are 
sorted in such a manner as to prevent bruising. Fruit 
that is accidentally bruised becomes rapidly sof: and ac- 
quires an unpleasant diue-black tint. Every effort is 
made to preserve the even greenness of the fruit. The 
selected olives are picked, all stems and leaves being 
removed, and they are then plunged into the potash 
va’ h. The preparation of this bath differs in different 
local ties. Generally speaking, per kilogram (2.2 
pounds) of fruit, the conrposition is 1 kilogram of ashes.

tion of caustic soda, of which 5 liters (5.3 quarts) are 
purchased for each 10 kilograms (22 pounds) of fruit to 
be prepared. 

+} “The fruit being retired from the bath, is washed care- 
fully. and then placed in fresh water, which is renewed 
morning and night. At the end of three or four days, 
when this water seems clear, the olives are withdrawn, 
placed in jare, botiles or barrels, and covered with 
brine. The brine is made by dissolving in warm water 
60 grams (2.11 ounces) of salt in 800 grame (28.2 ounces) 
of water for 1 kilogram (2.2 pounds) of olives. The brine 
should develop 5 deg. by hydrometer test. Although the 
usage Of aromatic herbs is now of iess importance than 
formerly, it is customary to place orange peel, laurel 
leaves, cloves, fennel, etc., in this brine. Every famlly 
and every firm has its own favorite perfumes, and the 
American packers must ascertain by experience what 
their trade requires in this respect. The aromatic brine 
is poured cold upon the fruit, which remains in perfect 
condition, retaining every good quality. 

“The essential precaution seems to be to refrain from 
touching preserved olives with the Angers, more partic- 
ulariy the green olives. These should be manipulated 
with a strainer or a perforated wooden spoon,”

These are but a few of the instances 
that are being talked about by the 
better class workmen of the city, and 
they serve to impress upon the skilled 
mechanics the result of the promis- 
cuous unionization of all classes of 
workingmen, and the attendant dan- 
gers. It is doing more than to create 
talk, for there is now a movement 
being quietly organized among the 
skilled trades, especially those con- 
nected with building, to perfect an or- 
ganization that will not be bound to 
support the outrageous demands of the 
unions composed of ordinary laborers, 
whose places can be filled at a mo- 
ments notice. This Condition threat- 
ening a rupture of the ententé cordiale 
that has existed between the Labor 
Council and the Buliding Trades Coun- 
cil, The relations between these two 
organizations have been strained for 
some time past owing to the efforts 
of the leaders of the councils to get 
absolute control of the political end of 
the machine, but now it is seen that 
there is even more necessity for a dis- 
solution of interests if skilled labor is 
to Keep its organization. The arro- 
Fance displayed by the leaders of un- 
killed labor is extending to the men, 
and it is now almost impossible to get 
a bit of work done, even of the most 
trivial nature, without running a-foul 
of some union rule. If the rule is o- 
lated the whole strength of the union 
element is called into play to help out 
the man whe sweeps off your Gepa. 

It ia the men at thé head of the 
skilled labor organizations who are 
getting their eyes open to the dangers 
that are ahead of the whole scheme of 
unionism, if this condition be permitted 
to continue. The cry of alarm has 
been sounded and efforts are now being 
made to bring about a change. But 
before there can be any change there 
will be a battle royal between the con- 
tending elements. The unskilled work- 
men who have been marshalled at the 
behest of labor organizers will not 
give up their position without a com- 
plete rout, and untl that comes, the 
breach between the two organiza 
will become wider and wider until 
first fight of importance will be between 
the workmen themselves, instead of be- 
tween workmen and employers. 

That this fight is not far off is shown 
by the position taken by the members 
of the organizations connected with 
the Bullding Trades Council in the 
matter of the fight made by the Drug 
Clerks’ Union on the Owl drugstore. 
The official paper of the Bullding 
Trades Council carries an advertise- 
ment of the Owl, and among the cus- 
tomers of that store are seen carpen- 
ters and builders of all classes every 
day. Labor Council, which is 
backing the boycott, made an official 
demand upon the Building Trades 
Council] to have the advertisement 
taken out, and the provisions of the 
boycott carried out by the members of 
the building trades, but this demand 
has been ignored. In fact, it ts given 
out that Instead of the building trades 
helping the boycotters they are working 
to help the boycotted drugstore in 
order to show the Labor Council that 
N is without power or influence. 

All things being taken into considera- 
tion, it must be realized that a merry 
war is brewing that will rend organized 
labor from center to circumference and 
bring conditions back to a point where 
an Americgn citizen will be able to 
work without asking a foreign agitator 
for permission.
